Nothing daunted by the deficit of 50,- 

Kl.OOt) marks, the liuruian government 
proposes to add about 100,000 men to it* 
standing army at an outlay of 100,000,- 
000 marks a year, so formidable an in- 
crease being required to restore the 
military equilibrium between the triple 
and dual alliances. Germany, as Italy 
and Austria are losing breath, thinks 
herself obliged to bear tho brunt of the 
day, and do alone what her friends are 
avowedly unable to take a hand in. A 
few figures will elucidate the strain put 
upon Germany in consequence. 

The Oerman population, notwith- 
standing on exodus of 300,000 a 
year, has , Increased 25 per cent within 
the last twenty year* Of the 25,000,000 
males included In 51,000.000 inhabitants, 
obout 8,700,000 being between 20 and 45 
years of age, are liable to serve when 
called out. Under the new bill rather 
more than 500,000 men are to 
be kept constantly under arms, 
all able-bodied men bolng now 
for the first time placed In the 
ranks. Tht* will cause the cancellation 
of 100,000 exemptions hitherto annually 
granted for reasons of economy. If this 
is a feorful tax to bear In times of 
peace, the burden will be Incomparably 
augmented in war, when, with an an- 
nual recruitment of 280,000 men, liable 
to serve twenty-four years In line and 
reserve, the army, after allowing for 
deaths and invalids, must be estimated 
at about 8.000,000, or two-thirds of all 
able-bodied moles In the prime of Ufa 

The present figure of 4,300,000 was 
considered the acme of military effort 
compatible with the continuance of 
civic life; the future total suggests no 
longer an army, but an armed nation, 
on the pattern of the ancient Teutonic 
tribes when on the war-path What was 
natural enough two thousand years 
ago is the reverse in these modern 
times; what was a spontaneous ef- 
fort on the part of primitive tribes, 
rejoicing in dealing and receiv- 
ing death, is left an accursed inflic- 
tion upon a pacific race bent upomde- 
fense only, and threatened by French 
vanity and Russian savagery, neverthe- 
less. Looking upon things from a pure- 
ly arithmetical point of view, and 
drawing Inevitable conclusions there- 
from, it is hardly to be wondered at 
that the leading military writers of 
Great Britain should just have combin- 
ed to pile a volume on the ehances of 
what they represent as "the immediate- 
ly impending war."

TOPPLED INTO THE RIVER. 
Acrldent to an K a g t u * on the Cotton Ilelt 
Incline at Cairo. 

Cairo, I1L, Nov. 12.— An engine on 
the incline of the Cotton Belt railroad 
at Bird's Point was backing down to 
meet a transfer boat, and just as it 
reached the cradle the latter began to 
tremble, shake, settle down on the out- 
side, and finally toppled over into the 
river, carrying with it the engine and 
all that portion of the incline frame 
work under the cradle. The engineer 
and fireman sow their danger in time to 
leap from the engine and run to the end 
of the incline proper before the disaster 
occurred, but they didn't have a second 
to lose, and both were more or lets 
bruised by their fall In jumping from 
the engine. 

The exact cause of the accident is not 
known, but it is supposed that the ac- 
tion of the eddies produced by the low 
water in the river had undermined the 
incline, and, when the engine ran down 
on It, caused It to turn over and fall. 
It is possible that the engine may be 
recovered, but if so it will be at an 
enormous cost, for It Is lying at the bot- 
tom of the river entirely out of sight 
The damage to the incline is very great 
also. This will necessitate all the trains 
for boats going to Belmont, and It re- 
quires two trips a day for all of them 
to handle the businesa. 

Ohio Penitentiary statistics. 

CoLfMBfS. 0., Nov. 13.— Chaplain W. 
R. Dudley, of the penitentiary, has com- 
piled his annual report of prison statis- 
tic*. Among the 1,054 criminals en- 
rolled during the year, 131 crimes are 
represented, burglary and larceny being 
prevalent, numbering 188.
